She was the daughter of Sir Thomas More, 
an eminent statesman in the rrigns ol Henry 
Vn. and his son Henry Vlfl. 

It is gratifying to know that this good daugli- 
tcT obtained a good ihu^band. In &e twentieth 
year of Iber age, Margaret More was happily 
married to Wiiliani Roper, Esq., of WelBiall, 
Elthain, Kentj a ir::in who had seose and learning 
to appreciate the gifts and excellencies of his 
distinguished wife. Everything seemed topre- 
sagc a long iife of ftianpines^ and prosperity to 
the young couple united uirfer these auspicious 
influences; but on the faoriajn was alnatU' 
looming that cloud, " no bigger than a man's 
•Irand," which was to dailcen the Whole sky of 
flieir earthly felicity, and to leave to 'Margaret 
Roper a name imperishable in history, so long' 
as .(jlal a.i?ectK>n andduty shall be held 'in honor 
among men. 

IS lore had Hie misfortanc to c£end SJEig 
Henry VIII. ; and to cross that King.Sri any of 
his tyrannical faiimors was in the hlglhest degree 
dangerous. Many persons have been at a loss 
to reconcile the 'tyranny of that monarch in hi.; 
later ytars wil'Iv tJit pronuse.-of his earlier iiie, 
but, it is fo be remembered, at liis accession to 
the English throne Uie King, ftad everyilring in 
(liis favor-^yoiift-h, health, strength, almost un- 
bonndert wealth amassbd by this predecessor's 
parsimony and extortion, and a vast amount of 
popularity. T^vr a long time a coarse of uuiii- 
terrupted. success Icept hiiii in good humor, and 
nothing occurred to call forth ^he mighty vices 
which lay latent in his nature; but ivflien, lyitli 
the increase of years, there came lipon him laiiv 
and occasional sictaiess, and reverses wroigJit 
upon the innate savageness of his dispos: ion, 
then Bie becamfe the Moated tyrant he she wed 
iiimselt to.be in Jiis later years; and no con- 
sideration of past service, or honest iu'tent.ons, 
or conscientious scruples in a subject, cou^d, in 
Henry's eyes,. mitigate the offence of opposKim;, 
even in thougfct, to the royal will. And tins it 

his first wife, Katherihe of Arragon, began to 
l>e mooted, and More todk the View of the ( ues- 
■'an adverse to the King's wishes, (!he doo;ii of- 
I.. at honest, upright man rwas sealed. Prudent 
and far-seeing More understood at once that he 
could not continue to hold office under isiich a 
iiiaater as Keiiiy, afier 4ie bad ouce (K.ffered 'with 
him in opinion ; and he resigned the Great Seal 
before the divorce question came to an issue, 
hoping that if he retired into private life, litis 
eminent services in a Jong and unstained career 
vKiuiu at least procure jiim inBrrUftitj' from fu- 
ture persecution. But this was not to (be. The 
King had a secret grudge against 'him ;■ and the 
bite of the unclean serpent was mjt more fatal 
than a grudge in the haVd heart of Henry VIII. 

Morc's circun-.staficcs were necessarily very 
TTTUch nartxxncd by his retirement; and it be- 
came necessary that the pleasant 'family circle, 
whidh had lived so happily togeWher for many 
ycnrs, shoiild either scpsrats or reTul'Tte thoir 
expenses upon a new and very modest footing. 
With his own cheerfulness the gi.txl father 
made light of his ciiaiigcu position, and calling 
his children round him, proposed that they 
should continue together as before, cadli om- 
contributing something toward the general fund. 

" I have been brought itp," he said, -with af- 
fectionate diumor, "at Ox-ford, at an Inn of 
Chancery, at Lincoln's Inn, and in the King's. 
Court— from the lowest degree to the higSiest; 
and yet have I, in yearly revenue, at this presoit 
time but little left me beyond a hundred pouncls - 
a year ;' so that if wc now 'live togetttier, we tnust 
become contrrblitors. But my counsel is' that 
ivc descend not to the lowest fare first — we will

He thoiiglit 
the King wrong, and he said so boldly. ' Therc^ 
, upon he was committed toiiie Ttnver,, and-ffis 
family,. Avlio. knew the' King well, had fearful- 
forebodings ris to iiis fate. .: By constant at»! 
earnest entreaty, Margai-ef Roper obtained kayc. 
to visit ihar father;' but even against 5ier; per-; 
suasions he was proof. 'A sufferer for cbu-' 
■Science sake,. n^crthhig could tempt 'hjni to .swerve 
one hair's-breaJdth from \vhat he consi'd^red the 
right patfi; sad the afflicted ch'Udren^t Chelsea 
were fain to.be content with the refleition that 
it was for no wrong-doing, tibcir, beloved father 
was ^taKen .from tbem, ; .-■ 

" Wliat do you thinic, my jnost dear father," 
writeS;,.jMargaret Roper, "doth comfort us at 
Chrfse^; in this your absence? Surely the re- 
manbraijce of your manner of life passed Miong^ 
ITS, yoiST holy ronveniaJ-ion, yoni Jvvhok.^uie 
counsds, your examples of viriue^ of iwiiicii aicre 
is hope that they do not only-perscy era with youj 
but that itoey are, by God's grace mucfa more 
increased." . 

Good words these, f or ithe old man to read in 
tiie prison fo which this uncompromising honesty 
had tohsigned him ! Indeed, tie now began to 
reap, in his season of trouble, the, fruits of the 
good counsel and education and;exan]ple he- had 
lavished upon his family. His Margaret's letters 
were an unfailing source of delist and cCHirfort 
to the noble prisoner; and he was ihdcfat^ble 
in answering those affectionate t^stles.^This 
consolation. It appears, was grudged Jiini by his 
persecutors, and More wa^ deprived of pen and 
Jn'k;_ nothing daunted, he wrote several letters 
■to 'liis daughter wiVft a «a/. '.

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I liW of the countries of EurojM are at this 
day less known than tlie motherland of 
Alexander the Great, the present-day 
arena of the so-called "'Macedonian disturt>- 
anccs," which cause such wide-spread concern 
and especially affect the peace of Turkey, Russia, 
and Austria. It is, indeed, hardly possible even 
for the scliolar to find hiinself out of the 
" primeval forest of unspeakable peoples and 
centuries," as a German explorer called this 
last remuatit of the Turk's reign in Europe, 

Through the whole country one cannot find 
one townj or even one village, which has had an 
nnmixeri population. Every place of only a 
[lundred inhabitants lias at least three or four 
nationalities among them. Every one of these, 
nationalities seek to get the uirocr hand, in fact, 
wants to have the exclusive right to govern. 
Greeks, Bulgarians, Servians, Turks and 
Roumanians are constantly striving to become 
paramount, and al.I strive to win the public of the 
Occident by flooding them witli false statistici 
and information. 

Macedonia is onlv a historic name, in reality 
it does not exist as a separate country. The 
territory known as such to us comprises prac- 
tically only three vilayets (administration dis- 
tricts of Turkey) : Salonica, Monastir, and Cos- 
snwc. In ancient history Macetlonia was a

During the last .six months the total weight of 
waste paper collected and sorted in three Lon- 
don Elevators was 3,.'?73 tons. 

In the various Metropoles, Shelters, and Ele- 
vators connected with the City Colony, no fewer 
than 245 men professed salvation during July. 

The number of men sedting salvationj at our 
Blackfriars Shelter last 'Sunday was forty-one.

by the sound of an nnnsiiany high wind, which 
gained in force every ni'nutP. Soon, houses be- 
g'an to tremble, compelling their occupants to 
seek shelter elsevVhere. As the buildings were 
almost wholly built of wood, and the wind was 
blowing at the rate of 120 miles an hour, it was 
not long before many of them bowed befort the 
force of the storm. In four hours the hurricane 
had spent itself, but what havoc was wrought in 
that comparatively short time! Buildings vcre 
wrecked or unroofed, trees uprooted, telegraph 
and telephone posts and wires snapped and 
levelled, and wliole plantations wiped out. 
Hardly a lianana tree has been left ptant ing, 
the bananas falling an easy prey to the v/ind 
ow'ing to their frailty. The IslaiiKl's staph in- 
dustry f fruit-growing) is, there'fcre, tici, up 
riT at least a year, as the banana . takes luUy 
nine months to come to fruition. Fortunately 
the number of deaths reported is not so high as 
might have been expected, the total being under 
fifty.. 'Thousands are homeless and without food, 
however, and great destitution prevails in some 
districts, N'l'mbers of sdhooners and other small 
sailing craft have been wrecked. 

Amongst the first to cojninence relief opera- 
tions was the Salvation Army. As scor. as the 
hews of the calamity reached London the Chief • 
of- Staff cabled the substantial sum of ^50 (S340) 
in aid of the dis'rcssed, and this, supplemented 
by subscriptions raised in Jama'ca, enabled the 
Army to despatch a relief expedition to the 
strickoik districts with foodstufifs, etc At the 
moment of writing our comrades arc busily 
engaged in preparing and distributing food to 
tlje hungiy, housing the homeless, and earing 
for tlie sick and injured. Our barracks at Port 
Antonio (which, fortunately, was only slightly 
damaged by the hurricane) has heeili converted 
into a hospital, the Government having- asked 
us for the use of the building to enable them 10 
accommodate the patients from the public hos- 
pital, which was partially wrecked. The citv of 
Kingston, at which the Territorial Headquar- 
ters for the West Indies i.s situated, has escaped 
with onlv slight loss. Lieut.-Colonel Ranch has 
biicn, appointed a member of the Hurricane Re- 
lief Committee, and the Army will ■ co-operate 
VvJtlj the ConuTiittec in every way possible, ■ His

Major Ardhibaid, the Salvation Army officer 
ill charge of the Prison Gate Woi'k of the Army 
in Canada, gave an address in the Army Tem- 
ple on TJjursday evening. The report of Adjt. 
Fraser, the city Prison Officer, for August 
showed: Seventy-four visits paid to the police 
cells and the jail, 644 meH' visited and dealt with 
in their ceils, 312 men viiited and prayed with 
in their cells, 68 hours spent in visiting men and 
families outside, 34 men dischariged trom prison 



found employment for, 38 men from the st.eets 
found employment for, 400 War Crys given 
away to mea in the Don jail. 

Major Archibald stated that he had just re- 
turned from visiting four of the leading peni- 
tentiaries in Canada and one in the United 
States. He had found employment for 40 men 
on their discharge from these institutions. He 
pointed oiit that theSalvationArmy prison move- 
ment has nothing to do with organizations who 
agitate and say .much in connection with the 
operation of law and that which is best in the 
management of penal institutions. Surely, ihe 
said, those in authority know what is best. We 
are content to work for the amelioration of dis- 
tress and help men, through the operation of the 
law, to become social units and good citizens, 
There is far too much sickly sentimentality dis- 
pensed to law-brea'kers and wrong-doers from 
well-thimking hut misled people. We can only 
truly help a man by advising obedience to law 
and order. Order is the law of all intelligent 
existence. Everything that exists in the world, 
everything that has either ibeen made by God or 
produced by man of any ipermanent value, is 
only some manifestation of order in its thousand- 
fold possibilities.

Of. Studies in Jlndent WtSe-§mng. 

II, — PiiiisiA, Phoenicia, and Asabia. 

In Persia tithe^gh'ing appears to liave been 
k-nown 'before the days of Cyrus, for Professor 
IFaspcro says: "These deities (of Elam dwdl- 
ing near Susa) received a tenth of the spoil after 
any successful campaign ; iflie offerings conipris- 
iii'Of statues of the enemies' gods, valuable vases, 
iiiROts of gold and silver, furniture an<I stuffs." 
Xenophon also narrates of Cyrus, that having 
collected a great sum of money amongst his 
captives, lie caused it to be divided, and tlie 
tithe (Thereof to be delivered to the Prietors, to 
be consecrated to Apollo, and Diana of Efihasus, 
as lie had vowed. 

Let us pass next to the Phocnielans, who dwelt 
on the coas't of southern Syria, and were the 
principal nierdhants and manufacturers of au- 
tiqniiv. They were also the most s'lcinful ship- 
bukiers and the baldest navigators of the au- 
ciein world, and " pushed their way from island 
to island, aud cape to cape, luitil they reached 
tlie southern capes of Spain, and. passed, through 
the Straits of Gibraltar." They also founded 
the city of Carthage, and having brought with 
them from Tyrt the custom of tithe-giving, they, 
from the outset, used to send the tithe of all their 
profits and increase to Tyre for Hercules, by one 
clothed in purple and priestly rohes; and so 
likewise tihey did with their spoils of war in 
Sicily. Becoming, however, in process of time, 
vcry'\vcalthy, they began to slacken llieir piety, 
sending their tithe but seldom, and that not of 
the best, thereby Showing neglect and disregard 
of their deities. 

Afterwards, Diodorns Siculus relates into 
^vhat straits the Carthajginians were driven^ by 
Agathocles the Sicilis^i, and how the Carth.ag- 
inians, supposing ilhcir los.ses and disasters to 
be sent to them by fhe gods, betook themselves 
to all manner of supplication and devotion. Sup- 
posing, too. that Hercules of Tyre, more espec- 
ially, wa.t angry, they sent to his temple great 
presents and rich gifts, and forwarded the tenth 
as of old. AH this seemed to show the practice 
of t'lese Phcenician colonists to have been not 
nurely a tithe offered as a vow on :i given oc- 
ca.'^ion, but a regularly recurring p?. ment. 

In aeccrdaiice with tlus Madatvj Ragozin. 
speaking of the Canaanite, or Pja lician, and 
his religions ideas, says: "The gcd to him is a 
kin?. . . He claims certain dues, r. ;id watches 
jealously that tl-cy shall be rendered him. He 
owns the land wherein he allows his -.vorshippers. 
10 dwell. ■ He has given it to them, with all it 
contoin.s and bear.s, to use and to nioy. Bur 
of these 'good things a fair ^hare Is iue to him, 
the Supreme Landlord, in' comnior gratiiude. 
■ His should he at least the male firstb rn of every 
domestic animal, the firslfruits of overy crop, 
and a portion — generally the tenth — of all the 
products both of the soil and of men's iridustry, 
;o he paid in at stated periods, solemnly con- 
secrated as festive at ihe nearest temple. . . 
It is also -understood that a portion of the booty 
made in war — not less than the tenth — of righi 
belongs to the gods, wlhose favor has prospered 

There remains now two other nations to be 
referred to in connection with ancient Semitic 
iithe-giving, namely, the Arabi.ins ami Ethiop- 
ians. Pliny mentions an Arabian law whereby 
the owner liad to pay tithe of his frankincense 
tn the god Sabis, whose priests received it not 
Ijy weight (that is, sparingly), but by measure. 
Xor niight any sale of it be made til! the tentfi 
was paid. 

Again, Dr. Robertson Smith, formerly Pro- 
fessor of Arabic in the Uni-versity of Cambridge, 
writing of Baal worship in Arabia, in his " Re- 
ligion of the Semites," say.s : " From the Goran 
and other sources we have sufficient evidence 
that the seti-led Arabs paid to the god a regular- 
tribute from their fields, apparently 'by marking 
off as his a certain portion of the irrigated and 
cultivated ground." Again, " In. Arabic law. 
grourifl of tlic second class (that is, watered by 
rain, or 'what lllie Baal waters') pays double 
tithes."

the produce of the land, paid to the gods of 
Baalim, or landlords/' Also, " Tho tributes 
which chiefs and. kings received ironi loieigners 
were partly transit dues from tfadei'5. In such 
trrbnte the gods had their share, as Pliny ex- 
pressly relates for the case of tihe incense traffic, 
and as Azraci appears to iniply for the case of 
the greek merchants at Mecca. Commerce and 
religion were closely connected in all the 
Semitic lands; the greatest and richest teniplcs 
are ahnost always found at cities wlhich owed 
their importance to trade." 

And lastly, what Pliny says of the Arabians 
and their frnnkinceri'sc. he repeats in substance 
of ihe Ethiopians and their cinnamon, which 
(jhe y did not cut but with prayers made first to 
tlieir gods, and a savrinee of loriy-'ioiir goats 
and rams. Then the priests dividing the cinna- 
mon, took that part belonging to their god As- 
saWnais, and left them the rest to make merchan- 
dise of. 

I have not systematically pursued these in- 
vestigations to other Asiatic nations East of 
Persia, nor inquired into modern non-Christian 
nations in Asia as to how far they regard it as 
a duty to offer a part of their property to their 
gods, and in what proportion they do so. Ontf 
or two instances, ibowever, have come easily to 
hand. 
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The Rev. J. E. Padfield, a missionary of my 
acquaintance, whose station at Musulipatam I 
visited in 1890, took the pains to inquire system- 
atically and in detail over his large district, of 
every native Christian family iri eadi congrega- 
tion, as to how much heatlien in their own social 
position would pay, or what would have been, 
the amount of their own religious offerings had 
they continued to 'be heatihens. This was done 
with a, view to comparison with what they gave 
for Christian religious purposes of every. kind. 
As a result of that inquiry it w'as stated that the 
ihigli caste Brahmins had :been wont to spend 
for religious iinirposes the equivalent of a 
month's income pei annum ; the lower castes, 
such as farmers, cultivators, and coolies, spend- 
ing less ; but speaking of these particular Olirist- 
ians as a whole, it appeared that whilst they 
were heathen (hey had to spend upon religious 
observations not less than I- 13th of their net 
incomes. 

Once more : when prosecuting my studies 
one day at the British Museum, I was accosted 
b>' a well-educated young Sikh, v.'ho came from' 
Amritsar. and was brotlher, or near rclutive, of 
the chief priest of the Golden Tdiiplc, whidr I 
remenibercd to have visited. Uiion my as'h-img 
f'jr any infortiiation he could give me relative to 
the subject I was studving. he said that, in the 
time -■■f P-'bi 4r-'-in "^odhi th- fifth Sil-h G--- 
1 01 >Liiji I) t>i r ipl' I'jie I l( ith I j'l f 
fhci, 111' 1113 f r 1 lj',jMi5 pujj) _LJ, but th.t 



in bHfc present day, goodiSikhs give about one- 
twentieth ; though theproporliiorifvaries. 

If, then, we summarize the 'evidence fuiTi- 
ished on tithe-giving in Assyria, Babylonia and 
Western Asia, and ask whether the peoples of 
these countries recognize it as a duty to offer a 
part of their property to their god, we find Tig- 
lath, Pileser, Nebuchadnezzar, Nabonidus, Brf- 
sihazzar, Cyrus, and other sovereigns, with a'l 
classes of the people in the Euphrates valley as 
well as Phcenician colonists in Catthage, all' of 
them annually offering a tenth of their increase, 
whether from fruits of the ground, or profirs 
from merchandise, whether from spoils of war^ 
from tran.sit dues, or portions of tribute, and 
other sources of income, whereby the tempi.-? 
were furnished and endowed, the priests sup- 
ported and the gods honored ; all this being done 
partly as a matter of obligation, and partly vol- 
untarily, and this as far back as 2,000 'years 
before the Christian era. In our next article 
on Egypt, we expect to get back 2,000 vears 
earlier still.

The one-cent and two-cont Canadian s.amps of 
the old series have Just been exhausted, and the 
issue of the new scries bearing the King's head 
is bcinff resumed in these two denominations. 

Canada's foreign trade last year excelled all 
previous records, and the current fiscal year has 
opened most auspiciously. For the two months 
ending August 31st our imports totalled $42,- 
843,306, an increase of £159,890,192 compared 
with the same period last year. The exports 
of domestic produce agigregated $,-^9,8ss,302, an 
increase of $3,io8;448. For the month of Aug- 
ust only there was an increase of $4,487,381 in 
imiports, and of $2,364,814 m exports. 

The grand stands and bar at Hanlan's Point, 
Toronto, were destroyed by fire. The loss is 
estimated at $15,000. 

Toronto Railway earnings on Labor Day to- 
talled $i3.9.'?9, exceeding all records.
